nullified by congressional action.

McCulloch, of Canton, Republican, 
seeking to reta in his office, has re­ 
peatedly denounced all efforts to

Relief Forces Rush To 
Stricken Area Aion# 
Adriatic 


ROME, Get. 31.—With the 
samp 
machine-like 
rapidity 
which enabled Italy’s speedy 
recovery from the disastrous 
earthquake of several months 
ago, relief forces were mobil­ 
ized 
today in the Adriatic 
provinces where a new aeries 
of temblors yesterday killed 
more than thirty persons and 
rendered hundreds homeless. 
Twelve hours after the quakes 
occurred, complete order had been 
restored throughout most of the 
stricken districts, with the home­
